AT PARIS 


Effort Being Made to Have a 


a Big Corn Exhibit 


To Show to Europe the Cheapness 


of Cora as a Food Product. 


H. F. Thompson Is Engaged in Work- 
ing Up Interest in the Matter Among 


the Seioto Valley Corn Raisers. 


H. F. Thompson is busily engaged 


In trying to work up interest among 
the corn raisers of the Seioto Valley 
in the exhibition of that product at 
the Paris exhibition. 


Mr. Thompson, when interviewed 


by a reporter last evening, said that 
statistics show us that of all the corn 
in the world, ninety-two per cent is 
raised in this country. 
This shows 


the importance to this country of set- 
ting forth to the people of Europe 
the advantages and cheapness of corn 
as a food product. 


The 
government, 
however, has 


only appropriated 875,000 to cover 
the expenses of the entire exhibit of 
agricultural exhibits at^ the exposi- 
tion. A movement has been set on 
foot by the chamber of commerce of 
Quincy, III., to bring influence to 
bear on our representatives in con- 
gress to increase this appropriation. 


Mr. Thompson does not believe this 


will be successful. 
He advoccates 


the "getting together" of the corn 
raisers all over the country. 
"Let 


them each contribute a small sum," 
said he, and the aggregate will pay 
all expenses and insure a magnificent 
exhibit of corn. Then we can show 
to the people of Europe, by practical 
exhibition, the value and cheapness 
of corn as an article of food. I firmly 
believe it would result in a largely; 
increased use of corn as an article of 
food in Europe and thus, as we raise 
92 per cent of all the corn in 
the 


world, be of inestimable advantage to 
our corn raisers." 


Mr. Thompson makes a point it 


would be well for corn men to con- 
sider.- They should get together and 
arrange to [make some united steps 
for either getting^an appropriation 
from congress, or for raising money 
to pay for an exhibit. Mr. Thomp- 
son would Nbe pleased to hear from 
any of them'and assist them In arrang 
ing for a meeting in the near future.

A. F. McCormick said: "My un- 


derstanding is that in the treaty of 
peace nothing is said about what 
kind of government the Philippines 
are to have. The treaty does not set- 
tle that. There will be no attempt 
made to form a government. Govern- 
ment does not necessarily mean that 
each man can have his way. If that 
were true there would be no govern- 
ment. 
When we .began business we 


only had thirteen 
colonies. 
The 


United States never bought a foot of 
land of the Indians. All we agreed 
to give them was their 
food, cloth- 


ing, tobacco and whisky. 
We are 


going to give Spain $20,000,000 for 
the Philippines. There is a difference 
between expansion and imperialism. 
You can find no more loyal English 
subjects than the Canadians. I think 
thehistcry of the English-speaking 
people 
shows 
that they 
always 


favored expansion." 


James Stewart said: "What gcod 


is the colonization scheme? The Eng- 
lish has two different fOTna of govern- 
ment, as the United States has to- 
day. 
The Australians and Canadians 


are of English stock.

Manilla, Feb. 9.—Under the Bur- 


veillance of the provost guard there 
has been no further trouble here. 


All fears of a native uprising in the 


city were dispelled by the prompti- 
tude which quelled the outbreak on 
Monday evening. The streets were de- 
serted in the evening by 9 o'clock, and 
not a light was to be seen in the na- 
tive quarter. 


The Filipinos, accustomed to Span- 


ish methods, are constantly inquiring 
of the American soldiers when the 
prisoners are to be executed. 
They 


seem unable to realize that orders 
have not already been issued for the 
execution. 
Indeed, 
headquarters 
is 


besieged by women anxious to plead 
for the lives of their relatives and 
friends. 


All is quiet at Caveite. Owing to the 


lack of supplies in the adjacent village 
of San Roqite, Commissary Milliken 
has been authorized to sell necessaries 
to those able to pay for them, and 
there will be a distribution of free ra- 
tions to others. The rebels, it appears, 
had loop-holed a 
church tower in 


Caveite, evidently with the purpose of 
occupying it with sharpshooters. 


Senor Aguillos, the Filipino ex-com- 


missioner, made an unofficial visit to 
General Otis. This is the first day of 
the Chinese new year and orders have 
been issued prohibiting fireworks. 


Pumping at the waterworks has 


been resumed. 


General Hale's brigade, consisting 


of the First South Dakota infantry, 
Firsc Colorado infantry and First Ne- 
braska infantry, supported by a bat- 
tery of the Utah light artillery, occu- 
pies the most advanced position in tho 
American line, fully 10 miles from the 
base of supplies. It has an almost 
perfect position. Four guns of the 
Utah artillery stationed on a hill be- 
hind the waterworks command the 
valley to the right and left and the 
foothills ,in front. 


Two 
companies of the Colorado 


regiment support the 
Twenty-third 


infantry, which is encamped at the 
reservoir, three miles to the rear. Out- 
posts line the ridge overlooking the 
valley, while a sandbag intrenchment, 
with gun emplacements, fronts the 
riyer. 


The Utah artillery dropped shells 


into the villages across the river. The 
natives disappeared among the hills, 
the main body retiring to the right 
and the others scattering. 
Subse- 


quently the Americans reconnoitered 
and found the village of San Pedro 
completely deserted. They did 
not 


burn it, and the villagers returned in 
small parties, bearing bamboos to 
which white flags were fastened. They 
kept, however, out of range. 
Later, 


signal fires were lighted along the 
ridge on the other side of the river. 


The American troops are in excel- 


lent spirits and appear to regard their 
experiences as a picnic rather than a 
stern reality. 
One burly Coloradan, 


who was discussing the capture of the 
waterworks, said it reminded him of 
a rabbit drive on the Colorado plains. 


General 
Overshine's brigade, 
the 


Fourth cavalry, Fourteenth infantry 
and First North Dakota infantry, on 
the right, did some reconnoitering, 
but has been taking matters easily. 
The First Washington infantry, the 
First Idaho infantry and the' North
